Washington, October 24.—Informal 
communications from the five Central 
American governments invited by the 
United States to meet in conference 
here in December for discussion of 
arms limitation projects and other 
matters indicate early acceptance of 
the invitations and appointment of 
the five delegations. There is no 
doubt that Secretary Hughes’ action, 
taken as it was virtually at the re- 
quest of the five governments, has 
been received in Central America 
with gratification... Formal accept- 
ance in some cases may be delayed 
through the necessity of securing ap- 
proval of either cabinet or congress. 

The American invitation exclusive- 
ly occupied attention in Pan-Ameri- 
can diplomatic eireles today. Both 
among the diplomats and in govern- 
ment eircles the feeling prevails that 
a step has been taken which may bring 
results of a far-reaching nature with 
respect to international relations in 
the entire western hemisphere. Wheth- 
er the Central American conference 
will prove a stepping stone to subse-- 
quent treatment of all Pan-American 
problems in a similar way, it was 


said, must rest on the work of the 
Central American delegations when 
they gather. in Washington in Decem- 
ber. 

From the American viewpoint the 
forthcoming conference is expected to 
have immediate and decisive reaction 
toward the solution of many\vexing 
problems now troubling the relations 
of the Central American group, Sal- 
vador, Honduras, Nicaragua, Guate- 
maja and Costa Rica. 

Objects 

The direct objects of the Eonference, | 
as stated in Mr. Hughes’ invitation, 
are comparatively simple. Even the 
arms limitation enggestion for Cen- 
tral America should not develop in- 
surmountable obstacles, it is said, in- 
asmuch as the proposal is made for 
the backing of the United States gov- 
ernment. The actual military forces 
maintained by any of the five coun- 
tries are small. None of them main- 
tains a navy. 

There was every. indicatien here 
today that while Mexico has not been 
invited to the conference, since that 
country ig not regarded as a Central 
American nation, yet Mexico’s atti- 
tude would be entirely sympathetic 
with the purposes of the conference. 
That view was taken at the Mexican 
embassy. Should an agreement be 
worked out to supplant and strengthen 
the Central American treaty of amity 
signed by the five countries in Wash- 
ington in 1907, it might be made con- 
tingent by the conference on some 
formal ‘expression of approval and 
support from Mexico and from the 
United States. 

In reply to a question by The Asso- 
ciated Press in this connection, Man- 
uel C. Tellez, Mexican charge, said 
he had little doubt his government 
would “reassume the part she played 
in 1907” as to Central America 
should the conference invite such 
action. The chatge made it plain, 
however, that his government as yet 


had no official knowledge as to the 
conference. 


It was evident in today’s discussion 
of the conference that the exact scope 
of the agenda had purposely been left 
to the delegates themselves, only the 
broadest phases of the discussion be- 
ing stated in Secretary Hughes’ invi- 
tation.

Associate Justice’s Resig- 
nation Given President 
Harding to Take Effect 
‘November 14. 
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Again to his brother ebroary 25. 4 
Secretary Lane wrote: 

“On Friday we had one of the 
most animated sessions of the cabi- 
net that I supppose has ever been 
held under this or any other presi- 
dent. It all arose out of a very in- 
nocent question of mine “to whether 
it was true that the w of. the 
American consuls on leaving Ger- 
many had been stripped* naked, given 
an acid bath to detect writing on 
their flesh, and subjected to other 
indignities, 

“Lansing answered that it was 
true. Then I asked Houston about 
the bread riots in New York. This 
led to a discussion of the great prob- 
lem which we had all been afraid to 
ruise— why shouldn't we send our 
ships out with guns and convoys? 
Daniels said we must not convoy— 
that would be dangerous.

Entitled to Facts.

Justice William R. Day. ot. the su- 


preme court placed his resignation to- 
day. in the hands of President Harding 
to take effect November 14, and it 
was accepted, By resigning Justice 
Day wilt be able to devote his undivi- 
ded attention to his duties as umpire 
of the American-German claims com- 
mission. His action will have the 
effect of plating him upon the retired 
list of the court on full pay. 

By delaying the date upon which 
his resignation will become operative 
Justice Day will be eligible to parti- 
cipate with the other members of the 
court during the three weeks’ recess 
preceding the next meeting of the 
court on November 13, in conference 
for the decision of casés which have 
been argued at this term. It is ex- 
pected that he will make his last ap- 
pearance on the bench of the highest 
tribunal on the day it reconvenes, re- 
maining while the court delivers its 
opinions. 

May Be Democrat. 

In official democratic circles here 
there is a belief that the vacancy will 
be filled by the appointment of a dem- 
ocrat. When Justice Clarke, who 
was a democrat when appointed, re- 
cently resigned, he was succeeded by 
Justice Sutherland, a republican. 
Among those named as possible seiec- 
tions in democratie circles are Sen- 
tors. Shields of Tennessee, Walsh, of 
Montana, Pomerene, of Ohio and Un- 
derwood, of Alabama. John W. Da- 
vis, of West Virginia, former ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, is also being 
mentioned for the vacancy. 

Justice Day, who is 73 years of 
age, was introduced to national life 
by President McKinley, who brought 
him Ao Washington from Ohio in 
1897 as assistant secretary of state. 
He soon succeeded to the post of 
secretary of state but in a few months 
resigned to. become chairman of the 
American peace commission to Par® 
at the close of the war with Spain. 
He was appointed to the supreme 
court by President Roosevelt in 1903. 

Valuable Member. 

Justice Day has been regarded by 

the bench and bar as one of the most 
valuable members of the supreme 
court. Uniformly courteous and at- 
tentive he closely followed the presen- 
tation of the cases, and while he did 
not specialize on any subject he was 
conside influential in shaping the 
decisions of the court in many im- 
portant cases. He delivered its opin- | 
ions in the United Shoe Machinery 
and Southern Pacifie-Central Pacific 
cases, and wrote the dissenting opin- ; 
ion in which Justices Pitney and 
Clarke joined, in the United States 
Steel corporation case, decided in 
March, 1920, when the court divided 
four to three, Justices McReynolds 
and Brandeis not participating.

The L. W. Rogers Company in its 100 stores in 
Atlanta sells to its patrons in and around this city an 


average of 15,000 pounds of butter per week. A 


very small percentage in fact, practically none —of 
this amount is produced in 

We would prefer to buy our butter in Georgia. 
But it is not produced in uniform, marketable quanti- 
ties in this state. When we have tried in the past to 
sell Georgia butter—made here and there in some 
one of the very few small creameries of our state—we 
have found, im the first place, we could not get even 
a small percentage of our needs, and second, we could 
not supply our patrons with any uniformity in the 
grade. Generally speaking, it was all good ‘creamery 
butter, but different creameries have different colors 
or shades of butter; some is more highly salted, the 
flavor varies, and a customer, once pleased with a 
purchase at our store, had no assurance that the exact 
kind and flavor of butter he or she had purchased 
could be secured from us a week or so later. 

We have mentioned this to show how impracticable 


it is for us to sell Georgia creamery butter, even in 


the small lots we might be able to buy in this state. 
The same situation confronts practically all the large 
retail handlers of butter in Georgia certainly in At- 
lanta. The brokerage firms who handle butter in 
large quantities will tell you the same thing. 

So, let’s figure a little just on the consumption of 


average of 15,000 pounds of butter each week. Fig- 
uring on an average of about four pounds of butter to 
each cow per week—and this is one pound more than 
some experts allow—it would take practically 3,800 
cows to furnish our company with the butter we sell.

terests around Atlanta. We have stated that the true 
value of an organization to any community was in 
the SERVICE, the co-operation, it could render the 
people in that community, and not in the dollars and 
cents it could make out of ‘it. 

Let us prove it in one small instance. 

About six months ago we contracted for the output 


of sweet milk of a dairy a few miles from Atlanta, 


and, handling pint and quart bottles, placed this milk 
for sale in twelve of our stores. The total quantity 
was about 30 to 40 gallons daily. 


Today that dairy supplies us about 175 gallons, 


and we take, also, the entire output of thirteen other

We sell it now in our stores at 12 1-2 
cents per quart, or 50 cents per gallon. 

What have we done: Increased “the price to the 
Atlanta producer ‘from around 20 cents to 40 and 45 
cents per gallon—decreased the price to the consumer 
from 15 and 18 cents to 12 1-2 cents per 

We believe you will agree with us that that is a 
REAL SERVICE to the people. 

And in all this talk about creameries and milk we 
haven’t found space to say anything about the won- 
derful possibilities of cheese, as we had intended, nor 
about the millions of cans of condensed milk we buy 
every year. Of the latter, of course, there will always 
be a big demand. We purchase annually about 
21,000 cases of condensed milk. Forty-eight cans 
to the case make more than a million cans, and the 
cost is around $125,000.00 a year.

IRISH PEACE SECURE. . 

Formal announcement by the 
Marquis of Salisbury 2 few days 
ago, to the effect that the con- 
servative party in Great Britain is 
pledged to fulfillment of the peace 
treaty with Ireland” and has no 
intention of repudiating that pledge 
now that it has gained control of 
the British government, is reassur- 
ing to the whole civilized world. 

Inasmuch as the settlement of 
the “Irish question” was one of 
the outstanding achievements of 
Lloyd George, there was appre- 
hension in cetrain quarters that 
the recent upheaval within the 
British government would block the 
perfection and ratification of the 
Irish free state constitution, which 
was not completed at the time of 
the retirement of the Lloyd George 
ministry. 

But, according to Salisbury and 
to others high in the councils of 
the victorious conservative party, 
which, headed by Premier Law, is 
now in control of British govern- 
ment affairs, the Irish treaty and 
constitution is in no danger at the 
hands of the new conservative par- 
liament and cabinet as a result of 


the end of the coalition system in 


Great Britain, but will be perfected 
and made effective with all possible 
haste. 

This is gratifying to all who are 
concerned in Irish welfare and in 
the cause of world-wide peace and 
good will. 

For the good work that was done 
by the great ex-premier of Great 
Britain in settling the issues that 
had kept the Irish people in a state 
of open or suppressed rebellion 
against the British empire for 
seven centuties to have been nulll- 
fied by the victorious political 
enemies of the Lloyd George ad-

The almost deafening tumult main- 
tained by a constantly increasing 
chorus of fat folks seems to carry this 
burden: What can we eat that is 
not fattening? : 

Tue fattening qualities o? foods, 
alas, vary more or less directly with 
the goodness and palatability of the 
food. A distressingly minute ham 
sandwich or a plate of pork and beam 
which one might overlook altogether 
at a very formal luncheon, will fat- 
ten one more than a whole bale of 
other f tern 3 

. There are a dozen or more salads 
to be found on the most unpretentious 
menus and simple enough to be served 
in any household, appetizing, entirely 
satisfactory for chewing a la Fletcher, 
excellent sources of vitamins, good 
for roughage to stimulate natural di- 
gestive processes and intestinal mo- 
tility, and best of all. filling and in 
a degree satisfying yet not very fat- 
tening, Have some salad. Patronize 
no table that bears no salad, if you 
wish to eat yet not to fatten. 
Before examining the following list 
of foods which fill yet do not fatten, 
weigh in your mind the food value 


Jof an egg (SO calories), an orange 


(40 calories), one medium sized pota- 
to (90 calories). a Vienna roll (115 
calories) and a ball (one-third ounce) 
of butter (80 calories.) 
List of foods which fill and to a 
reasonable degree satisfy the normal 
appetite yet have low caloric value 
and hence do not fatten— 
Cabbage, especially raw, in salad 
or slaw, tomatoes, lettuce, asparagus, 
cucumbers, celery, rhubarb, pumpkin 
pie, cauliflower, spinach, turnips, rad- 
ishes, mushrooms, squash, carrots, 
brussels sprouts, string beans; egg 
plant, Kohl Rabi, oysters, clams, meat 
broth, skimmed milk, buttermilk. cod 
fish, sauerkraut, beet greens, dande- 
ion greens, watercress. 

Tea, hot or cold, coffee. : 

Wheat bran in bran gems or bis- 
cuit. 
Watermelon, grapefruit, 
ries, leméns, muskmelon, 
pineapple, orange, apricots, 
ries, cranberries, blackberries. 
Gelatin, bouillon. 
As I intimated at the outset, the 
gourmand will find this list rather 
poor picking. Nevertheless, it would 
be ample to select a diet from to sus- 
tain life even though one would have 
to eat nearly 24 hours a day in order 
to grow fat on it.

This must be a tremen- 
dous disappointment to the Asquith- 
ian liberals and is at the same time 
an enormous asset to the new adminis- 
tration. Whether Mr. McKenna will 
return to active political life in the 
sense of joining the new administra- 
tion or becoming identified with the 
unionist party is still unknown and 
probably depends on the course of 
future events.

Is Task Ahead 


For Scientists

Schenectady, N. X., October 24.— 
Production of f by chemical or 
hielogical means is an objective to- 
ward which scientists must work if 
the future of the world is to be 
spared a great food shortage, accord- 
ing to Dr. Charles Steinmetz. 

“The food problem,“ 
in an interview with the United News, 
‘igs after all an energy problem be- 
cause the food we eat is converted 
in the body into heat energy and me- 
chanical energy. But the body is 
very inefficient in the kind of fuel 
it can use, because it can only use 
the seeds of certain plants and the 
productivity of these fields is ex- 
tremely low as already has been 
showf. 

“In raising wheat, ete., two func- 
tions are really performed. The first 
is collecting the energy of the sun- 
light, which is done by the plant, and 
then storing it as chemical energy 
in sucheform that the human body 
cen use it as food. 

“Modern industry has reached its 
very high efficiency due. to subdivi- 
sion and specialization of operations, 
ard so, in using the energy of nature, 
much higher efficiency might be 
reached in food production by separ- 
ating the two operations of collecting 
the energy of the sunlight and con- 
verting it into food. 

„We would take the energy sup- 
plied by our energy crops, which I 
explained yesterday. and use that for 
producing food. Such production: of 
food would be- accomplished directly 
by chemical means, or could be bio- 
chemically accomplished—the latter 
method being the more promising one. 
It means using living organisms for 
conversion of chemital energy into a 
form we can use as food.
